I ;im indebted to the Autoniobilo 


Manufacturers association (or their 
1951 edition of a book that tells all 
about highway transport in our 


^United States. It is 
"Automobile 


*F;icts and Figures." 


U tells me that the 1950 registra- 


tion shows there is now a total of 
49,176,71)0 highway vehicles in our 
country—vf which 
40,315,175 
arc 


private passenger cars. This is 70 
per cent o£ all the passenger cars 
in the world. 


The book reports that two-thirds 


of all U. S. families own cars—71 
per cent of all farm households. 
And 92 per cent of these cars are 


'jj'tiscd every week for work, or shop- 
*ping, or both. 


The industry publication estimat- 


es that 27'<i million persons use pas- 
senger ears in the daily business of 
earning a living. 


To carry this tremendous traffic 


the state governments have built 
thousands of miles of highway. The 
book reports that Rhode Island has 
the most roads per square mile, 
3.79—but Arkansas doesn't do badly 
considering its greater 
size 
and 


^smaller per capita wealth. Arkan- 


sas has 1.26 miles of 
road 
per 


square mile area. In paved roads 
it fares less well, that figure being 
.53 mile per square mile. 


On one point I was pleasantly sur- 


prised. This newspaper has long 
fought the political practice of le- 
vying taxes for highway purposes 
and then diverting some of the mon- 
ey to other departments of gov- 
ernment. But I find that'in this 
abuse 
Arkansas is a 
relatively 


-.minor offender. 
"' In 104!) we diverted only seven- 


tenths of one per cent of our high- 
way revenues. Rhode Island divert- 
ed 46.3 per cent, Georgia 38.4, Flor- 
ida 37.2, and California 16.7. 


Nevertheless, some of these "di- 


verting" states already have fair- 
ly-complete road systems. Arkan- 
sas citizens will do well to contin- 
ue to keep a sharp eye on political 
"diversions" which 
cripple 
road 


maintenance and construction. 


• 
I note that 21 of the 48 states have 


-.^.constitutional amendments which 


prohibit the diversion of specified 
tax money from the roads. That is 
a good idea.

But its greatness as a story i.s n.'it 
only its literary perfection, but in 
the greatness of character ot thu 
figure, whose life, so marked by 
depths of/Buffering and heights of 
power it portrays. 


I think that in many respects 


Joseph is the greatest of all Old 
Testament characters. He display- 
ed some of the callowness of youth 
in the naive way in which he told 
of a dream, well calculated lo ;i- 
rou.se the jealousy of his brothers, 
whose evil dispositions were easily 
aroused. 


But Joseph's true character and 


strength emerged when, sold into; 
slavery, thrown into prison, with I 
continued disapointment and seem-' 
ing defeat, he never weakened, or 
gave way to recrimination or de- 
spair. His character in adversity 
shone bright and strong. 


What, then of his emergence to 


splendor and power'.' That has been 
the test of many a man who has 
•conquered adversity, and many in 
that test have failed, corrupted by 
power and success. But Joseph in 
his high elevcation preserves tin 
same simple realities of honesty, 
honor, and devotion to high pur- 
pose. 


The dreamer becomes the man 


of action, practical to the last de- 
gree, a far-seeing statesman, pi;ni- 
ning well, and through his planning 
saving his own people and the na- 
tion that had called him to powtr. 


It is obvious that we need Joseph
